Central Florida Blood Bank. Every employee of Walt Disney World is automatically a member of the Blood Bankand will 
receive blood at no cost as long as the supply lasts. To assure a safe and adequate blood supply for yourself, and your 
immediate family, our blood bank credits must be continually replenished. 

When a donor visits the blood bank, the usual procedure is to donate a pint of whole blood. In that pint of whole blood 
there is nearly a half pint of red cells, but less than an ounce of platelets and only a thimbleful of white cells. 

The red cells can be separated from the pint of whole blood rather easily and given to any patient who needs them

are another matter. For patients that 
require platelets, at least six pints of 
blood are needed to acquire enough 
for one transfusion. And it takes 
dozens of donors to get enough white 
cells for just one transfusion. To com- 
plicate matters, numerous trans- 
fusions of platelets or white cells are 
usually required before the patient 
will feel the results.
